Arrangements  are  now  being  perfected  to  secure  at  an 
early  day,  large  and  important  additions  to  the  Philosoph- 
ical and  Chemical  Apparatus  and  Chemicals  of  the  Insti- 
tution, by  means  of  which  it  is  confidently  expected  that 
a  greatly  increased  degree  of  interest  can  be  thrown  around 
the  PRACTICAL  study  of  the  natural  sciences. 


During  the  past  year,  large  and  very  valuable  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  Museum  of  Natural  History,  par- 
ticularly in  the  departments  of  Geology  and  Palaeontology, 
by  a  contribution  from  the  State  Cabinet  of  Geology ^at 
Springfield.  And  arrangements  are  now  being  made,  by 
which,  it  is  confidently  expected,  that  several  thousand 
additional  specimens  in  the  same  departments  will  be  added 
in  the  course  of  a  few  months.  In  addition  to  the  facili- 
ties thus  offered  to  students  by  our  own  now  extensive  cab- 
inet, we  have  made  arrangements  with  the  Curator  of  the 
State  Natural  Histo'ry  Society,  by  which  we  are  author- 
ized to  announce  that  our  classes  in  the  Natural  Sciences 
will  be  admitted  fo  the  unrestricted  use  of  their  very  ex- 
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tensive  collection,  now  numbering  about  60,000  specimens  ; 
thus  offering  facilities  for  the  practical  study  of  the  Nat- 
ural Sciences.

The  curriculum  in  the  Scientific  department  has 
been  rearranged  with  special  reference  to  the  wants  of  the 
large  class  of  young  men  whose  time,  means,  or  other  cir- 
cumstances do  not  admit  of  their  pursuing  the  regular 
Collegiate  Course.  It  is  designed  to  discipline  the 

mind  and  prepare  young  men  for  teaching  and  for  the  or- 
dinary pursuits  of  life.

Dear  Sir  : 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention,  very  specially,  to  the  new 
and  GREATLY  ENLARGED  Coursc  of  Study  in  the  Natural  Sciences,  adopt- 
ed by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Illinois  Wesleyan  University  at  their 
recent  annual  meeting.  The  course  hitherto  prescribed  by  the  Statutes 
of  the  University,  for  candidates  for  academical  honors,  although  fully 
as  comprehensive  and  complete  as  those  usually  adopted  by  similar  In- 
stitutions, has  long  been  felt  to  be  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the  ris- 
ing generation,  and  altogether  out  of  proportion  to  the  rapid  progress 
of  the  sciences  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century.  Until  the  present 
year,  however,  the  way  has  not  seemed  to  be  open  for  any  enlargement 
in  this  direction  ;  for  it  v/as  deemed  idle  to  add  text  books  to  the  course 
of  study  in  the  Natural  Sciences  so  long  as  the  instruction  was  neces- 
sarily limited  to  theory  unaccompanied  by  practical  illustrations  drawn 
from  comprehensive  cabinets  of  Natural  History,  and  properly  fitted 
Chemical  Laboratories.  It  is,  therefore,  with  peculiar  pleasure,  that  we 
now  announce  that  these  difficulties  have  been,  and  are  being  overcome. 
During  the  past  year,  very  extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  our 
already  valuable  Museum,  not  only  by  private  munificence,  but  also  by 
a  very  liberal  donation  from  the  State  Cabinet  of  Geology,  illustrating 
very  fully  the  Geology  of  Illinois.  In  addition  to  the  facilities  thus 
secured,  we  have  obtained,  by  arrangement  with  the  of&cers  of  the 
State  Natural  History  Society,  the  privilege  of  unrestricted  access  by 
our  classes  in  the  Natural  Sciences  to  the  very  extensive  cabinet  of  that 
Society,  now  located  permanently  in  our  city.  The  value  of  this  priv- 
ilege may  be  estimated  in  view  of  the  fact  that  that  cabinet  now  con- 
tains near  sixty  thousand  specimens  in  the  departments  of  Geology, 
Ornithology,  Botany,  and  Entomology,  thus  opening  the  way  for  the 
STRICTLY  PRACTICAL  study  of  these  valuable  sciences.  Arrangements 
also  are  now  being  made  to  secure  at  an  early  date,  a  very  large  addi- 
tion to  our  Chemical  and  Philosophical  Apparatus,  so  as  to  render  prac- 
ticable a  corresponding  advance  in  the  departments  of  Chemistry  and 
Natural  Philosophy  In  order  to  secure  to  the  fullest  extent  the  ad- 
vantages thus  placed  within  our  reach,  we  have  added  to  our  Course  of 
Study  a  second  term  in  Chemistry,  which  we  propose  to  devote  to  the 
Chemistry  of  Agriculture,  using  as  a  text  book,  Johnston's  celebrated 
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work  ;  this  will  he  followed  by  four  terms  in  Natural  HiHtory,  viz 
first  by  Agassiz's  Principley  of  (nassification ,  tnappirij^  out  the  field  ; 
secondly,  by  Agassiz  &  Gould's  Zoology,  treating  of  the  Laws  of  Ani- 
I   mal  Life  ;  and  thirdly,  by  Iluscheuberger's  iVlaiHnI  ol'  iMatural  Misiory, 
I   including  treatises  on  Mammology,  Ornithology,  i  lei'poJulogy,  Cunchol- 
j   ogy  and  Entomology,  the  recitations  to  be  strictly  i  iiACTicAL  and.  ruL- 
I   LY  iLLUSTiiATi^D  by  reference  to  the  appropriate  departments  in  the 
!    Museum  and  in  the  field.    To  Botany,  particular  attention  will  be 
!   paid,  and  students  will  in  all  cases  be  required  to  make  collections  of 
I    indigenous  plants  properly  arranged  and  classified  for  preservation. — 
Following  Botany,  a  term  will  be  allotted  to  practical  Entomology,  us- 
ing as  a  special  text  book,  Harris's  great  work  on  insects  injurious  to 
vegetation  ;  and  particular  attention  will  be  directed  to  collecting  and 
determining  the  Genera,  Species,  Habits,  ftc,  of  the  insects  most  des- 
tructive to  the  Farmers  and  Horticultui  ists  of  Illinois.    To  Geology  | 
and  Mineralogy  also,  an  additional  term  each,  will  be  added,  using  the  \ 
very  best  text  books,  and  illustrating  very  fully  the  Geology  of  the  | 
West  as  a  specialty.    To  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Physical  Geogra-  j 
phy,  Natural  Philosophy,  Astronomy,  &c.,  &c.,  due  proportionate  at- 
teniion  will  of  course,  be  paid.    In  a  word,  in  addition  to  the  usual 
course  of  study,  we  propose  to  add  nearly  one  full  year's  work,  devoted 
exclusively  to  strictly  practical  natural  science,  bearing  directly  upon 
tne  great  Agricultural  and  material  interests  of  our  noble  State.  We 
design  to  make  it  preeminently  the  Farmer's  and  Business  Man's  course 
I    of  study,  and  to  them  we  confidently  appeal  for  a  generous  support 
I    and  patronage.    Farmers  of  Illinois,  you  have  long  asked  for  such  a 
course  of  Collegiate  instruction,  it  is  now  offered  to  you;  may  we  not 
then  confidently  look  for  your  cordial  sympathy  and  earnest  co-opera- 
tion.   Give  us  thus,  and  that  w4iich  is  now  but  an  untried  experiment 
will  speedily  become  a  reality  fraught  v?ith  untold  blessings  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Prairie  State.
